secretary. 

Mayor Miller wrote that the suit | 
decided by Judge Cave in 1914 and 
later affirmed by the State Su- 
preme Court extended the fran- 
chise of the Jefferson line until 
1939, but he did not explain the 
circumstances of the affirmation 
of the decision by the Supreme 
Court, details of which were pub- 
lished in Friday’s Post-Dispatch. 
As was told, the Supreme Court 
did not consider the case on its 
merits but entered its decree at 
the request of attorneys for the 
city and company who stipulated 
that such decree be entered. 

As to the non-payment of the 
franchise tax, which has not been

Camp, Arrive-in Finland 


Refugees Are Remnant of Gadins Which Over- 
came Soviet Guards—Political Offendtrs 
Tell of Tortures, One a Woman. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
TORONTO, Ont., Nov. 9.-—-The 
Star today prints the following 
copyrighted dispatch from its cor- 
respondent in Helsinfors, Finland: 
“Several groups of refugees from 
Russia have crossed the Finnish 
frontier since last week-end. They 


arrived in the 
Juolaparvi utterly exhausted. Most- 
ty they have come in pairs and 
there are now 18 of them in Fin- 
land: One is a woman. 

“The refugees are mostly about 
30 years old. They belong to dif- 
ferent parts of Russia and include 
nine former land owners of the 
Ukraine. All were political prison- 
ers at Salovedsk except the woman, 
who was employed as a cook. They 
were of a group of 60 prisoners 
working at wood cutting in the 
wilds of Russian Carilia. The group 
had long been contemplating an es- 
cape and three weeks ago their op- 
portunity came when they were 
transported toward the Finnish 
frontier. 

“It was through overhearing the 
conversation of Red Guards that 
they learned they were near Fin- 
land. ‘They attacked the three 


neighborhood of 


guards with choppers and took 


from them two guns, some food and 


a primitive map. They e¢tarted to- 
ward the frontier and for two 
weeks wandered in snow-covered 
woods. Food suppifes were ex- 
hausted four days before they 
reached the Finnish frontier, and 
they had to subsist on berries and 
moss. 

“In their desperation the group 
drifted apart and only a remnant 
reached Finland. They were fed 
and clothed by Finnish soldiers and 
then sent to camp at Ravanieme. 
Inquiries about them and their lost 
comrades are being made. 

“The Finnish Government refuses 
at present to give any information. 
It is possible that there is a secret 
soviet agent among the refugees. 

They report that there are 4500 
prisoners at Solovedsk, some of 
them forced to work at wood cut- 
ting. Torture is inflicted on the 
slightest pretext. Woman are en- 
tirely at the mercy of the guards. 
The prisoners have to live in un- 
heated barracks. 

“Charges are made that 200 re- 
ligious sectarians were condemned 
to death by freezing last February. 
They were compelled to dig their 
own graves and then He down in 
them naked. They were guarded 
until the last of them died.

groups of prisoners revolted and

VENRE STATE BANK 
INEXAMINER' HANDS 


Likely to Be Reorganized or 
Liquidated — Deposits 
Only $87,000. 


State bank examiners took 
charge of the Venice State Bank, 
Third street and Broadway, Venice, 
mL, yesterday and posted on the 
aoor a brief notice, “Closed for ex- 
amination and adjustment.” 

Deposits totaling about $57,000 
were tied up by the action, which 
was ordered by State Auditor Oscar 
Nelson at the request of the bank's 


directors. 
At Springfield, Nelson said the 


nank had been in a precarious fi- 
nancial condition for some time 
and that reorganization or liquida- 
tion by sale to another bank prob- 
ably would result from the exam- 
jnation. The directors made their 
decision at a meeting Friday night, 
he said, after severai large with- 
drawalis had been made. 

The Venice State Bank, organized 
in April, 1924, recently reported to- 
tal assets of $123,000 including cap- 
ital of $25,000 and surplus of 
$3500. Thomas F. Maher is presi- 
dent of the bank; Dr. J. E. Lee, 
Mayor of Venice, vice-president, 
and A. C. Klover, cashier. The 
board of directors is composed of 
the three officers and Chief of Po- 
lice BE. H. Buente of Venice, Wal- 
ter R. Cavener, A. A. Berger, Dr. 
Henry Reiss and J. P. Haley.

Oro, famous billiardist, will return 
For

holder at some style of billiards or 
a persistent challenger for some 
crown. De Oro, a left-hander, will 
make a bid this season for the 
world three-cushion title which he 
held at different times over @ 
stretch of 30 years. 

It has just been announced by C. 
A. Storer, director of players for 
the Nationa! Billiard Association, 
that De Oro has filed his entry for 
the Eastern Sectiona] Three-Cush- 
ion championship: tournament, 
which will open at Allinger’s 
Academy in Philadelphia, Nov. 18. 
A field of 16 is scheduled to com- 
pete and the winner will qualify to 
take part in the championship 
tournament in January.and Febru- 
ary. 

Other winners will be crowned in 
the Southern, Northern and West- 
ern sections, and these sectional 
qualifiers will oppose Johnny Lay- 
ton, defending champion; Willie 
Hoppe, Gus Copulos and Otto Rei- 
selt in the title tournament. The 
last four automatically qualified as 
a result of their work tn the cham- 
pionship tournament tast season. 


Held Two Champtonships. 

Two decades ago De Oro was the 
holder of both the world three- 
cushion and pocket billiard cham- 
pionships. He last held a title in 
1919, surrendering the three-cush- 
ion crown to the late Bob Canne- 
fax in a memorable match at the 
Friars’ Club in New York City. He 
made another bid for the title 
ngainst Johnny Layton in Milwau- 
kee in 1922, but failed. 

Now, at the age of 67, he be- 
lieves that he can hold his own 
with the present day headliners. 
He often has turned back many of 
the well known stars in special 
.atches and it was those successes 
which inspired the famous Cuban 
to try once more. 

For years De Oro rated with the 
greatest billiardists in the game 
and his name was synonymous 
with great billiards, whether three 
cushions, pocket billiards, red 
bali or cushion caroms, He was a 
great match player, crafty, skill- 
ful and clever, as well as a famous 
strategist. 

Layton recalled that in one 
match with De Oro the veteran ap- 
proached him just before game 
time and demanded that the 
grease be removed from the 
ivories.

DUCKS ARE LATE 
HUNTING SPOTS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 9.—j] 


The State Game and Fish Depart- 
ment reports that duck-hunting 
conditions are slowly improving 
throughout the State, but as yet the 
big flight has not yet come through 
Missouri. However, indications 
point toward the season's best 
shooting within the next two 
weeks, as the birds are gradually 
being forced further southward as 
cold weather approaches. 

Duck hunting in Central Mis- 
souri has not been of any great 
consequence yet this season, few 
ducks even being observed between 
Cooper and St. Charles counties. 
According to reports from the 
western and southwestern section 
of the State, the flight, what there 
has been of it, has again this year 
taken the course across Southeast- 
ern Kansas toward the Texas Pan- 
handle. It is believed that the 
large number of well-located ponds 
abundant in natural duck food, 
developed in southeastern Kansas 
during the last few years, has been 
an aid toward atttracting the ducks 
off the old accustomed course down 
the Missouri River to the Missis- 
sippi. . 
Saline County Good Spot. 

Saline County just now offers 
some of the best duck shooting in 
the State. Coon Lake, which can 
be réached by State Highway No. 
41 or the C. & A. or Missouri Pa- 
cific to Marshall, has been teem- 
ing with geese, mallards and coot. 
Several] reports that hunters have 
been bagging the daily limit have 
been received by the State Game 
and Fish Department. The Mis- 
sourl River and adjacent sloughs 
in Cooper or Saline Counties offer 
good duck hunting places. 

The limits of geese and ducks 
are being bagged on the Missouri 
River, Tarkio Creek, Big Lake and 
adjacent sloughs in Holt and Atch- 
ison counties. State Highways No. 
l and No. 9 lead to the duck hunt- 
ing points. The Burlington line 
also runs into this section. Hote] 
or farmhouse accommodations may 
be had for $2.50 a day. Boats, 50 
cents. Rates for guides also are 
reasonable. 

Hunting is good on the Mississip- 
pi River near Louisiana, in Pike 
County, reached by State Highway

EN. EMILIO AGUINALDO is the Cin-

He supported Governor-General Wood in 
his fight with the Filipino political oligarchy 
with his organization of 70,000 war veterans 
which might be a power in politics if skull- 
fully used, but Aguinaido is not a politician. 
This, of course, brought upon him the hos 
tility of the political bosses. 

Recently he felt called upon to protest

gaged in a public controversy with Manuel) 


Quezon, President of the Senate. The con- 
troversy became personal and the General put 
an embarrassing quesfion to Quezon, who, 
without a known income except his official 
salary, has become wealthy. Aguinaido 
asked him in-substance, ‘“‘Where did you get 
it?” 

Quezon was embarrassed, but answered .as 
best he: could that he had been enriched by 
gifts of land and money from friends and or- 


independence movement’ and his publi¢e serv- 


ice. 

This would not be a satisfactory answer on 
the part of an American holding the highest 
office in the Government, but it passed in the 
Philippines. 

There were speculations and conjectures in 
the newspapers of Manila with regard to the 
causes and motives which induced Aguinaldo 
to come out of his retirement. I thought the 
best way to discover them was to ask him. 
When I asked for an interview through his 
son-in-law, J. B. Melencio, an attorney and 
member of the House of . Representatives, 
who, with his wife, lives with the General, 
he invited me to luncheon at. his home, 

The Gengral’s farming adventure is un- 
successful. He is poor and in debt. His onty 
income is a pension of 12,000 pesos from the 
Filipino Government. He lives in a modest 
house in Kawit, a barrio (village) 15. miles 
out of Manila. The old house where he lived 
during the days of the republic and the wars 
stands with an extension containing a large 
living room and dining room. In the living 
room and a small room adjoining are the 
relics of the General’s war experiences, and 
on the walls the portrait of his friends, Amer- 
ican and Filipino officers. The General 'point- 
ed out the gallery where his Cabinet heid 
meetings, the balcony. from which he pro- 
claimed the republic and the holes in’ the 
walls, unrepaired, where a stray shot from 
the Olympia passed through the house. 

There was a notable: gathering for. lunch. 
Among the guests were Major-General Mac-

warm friend of Aguinaldo; Gen.. Halstead 
Dorey, who: served with Gen. Wood:in the 
Moro country and during his governor-gener- 
alship; Gen. Bolles, Col. de Laney; a veteran 
medical officer in the Philippine service, and 
a group of Filipino war. veterans.

Urges Encouragement 

Of Opposition Party. 

It is only now that the numerous 
anomalies and grafts are being un- 
earthed and exposed. Thanks to 
the efforts: of Insular Auditor 
Wright, who, with uncowed deter- 
mination and in the face of ob- 
structions of all sorts, had the cour- 
age to delve into the mysteries of 
things and turn upon them the 
light of investigation/and publicity. 
In doing so, however, and in his 
Various other attempts to curtail 
anything that savors of corruption, 
he incurred displeasure from all 
sides, Circumstances were made 
so uncomfortable for him that he 
had no other recourse but to re- 
sign. He had to be sacrificed at 
the altar of the present co-opera- 
tion. In his resignation, however, 
the Filipino people have lost a 
valiant and fearless defender of 
the public money. 

There are only two effective 
remedies, as I see it, to this state 
of things. One is for the Governor- 
General to openly adopt a policy 
of actually encouraging the oppo- 
sition party by placing some of its 
men in key positions in the Gov- 
ernment, in spite of any oppdsition 
of the party in control of the Sen- 
ate. This. remedy is productive of 
friction between the executive and 
the Legislature, but if adhered to 
for some time the country would be 
used to it. 

The other remedy is more rad- 
ical than the first; it necessitates 
an amendment by Congress of the 
Jones law; and could be assailed 
as a backward step. It is far more 
effective, however, and could be 
easily justified. It lies in an abso- 
lute separation of powers between 
the executive, the legislative and 
the judicial branches of the Gov- 
ernment. Under it the Senate 
would have nothing to do whatever 
with the appointments made by 
the Governor-General to executive 
and judicial positions in the Gov- 
ernment. The power to confirm 
appointments would be withdrawn. 
This power is undesirable and is 
fruitful of discord where we have 
no elective legislative body and an 
appointive Governor-General. Un- 
der the present system of govern- 
ment, it merely serves as an effec- 
tive instrument to perpetuate the 
dominant party in power and to 
stifle all opposition, thus making 
a mockery of democracy and dem- 
ocratic practices. 

If the secretaries of departments 
and the heads of bureaus, the 
Judges and other officials were re- 
sponsible only to the*Governor- 
General and owe no gratitude to 
the Senate for their appointments, 
they would not be guided at all by 
political considerations in the per- 
formance of their duties. Their 
only aim would be the faithful ex- 
ecution of the laws of the land; and 
when they select men for positions, 
their one norm would be the im- 
partiality and tke fitness of appli- 
eants. There will be a much more 
effective control over subordinates, 
and there will be no hesitancy at 
ali in investigating and going after 
grafters simply because these are 
protected by influential politicians 
who, at any time, can make it very 
uncomfortable for any official who 
may have refused to follow their 
man iates. 


Power Vested in Senate 
Is No Longer Needed. 


The power to confirm appoint- 

ments by the Governor-General was 
vested in the Philippine Senate in 
order to check whatever abuses in 
appointments may be committed 
by an unscrupulous Governor-Gen- 
eral. Thig reason. no_longer exists 
in view of the policy of the United 
States to send out men here witb 
nation-wide reputation for fairness, 
tact, integrity and broad-minded- 
ness. : 
The stock arguments against the 
withdrawal of the power of con- 
firmation by the Senate is that the 
Governor-Genera!t may appoint 
Americans instead of Filipinos. 
This is a very weak argument; it 
does not take into account that the 
American Government is commit- 
ted to the policy of Filipinizing the 
Philippine Government wherever 
possible. There are many capable 
Filipinos not now in office, who 
could be a credit to the various 
positions in the Government and to 
the ability of the Filipino people 
if they could only be_ given a 
chance to serve. Men who do not 
cafe to go into the trouble of join- 
ing\the political party in order ‘o 
secure positions. Men who would 
gladly serve if politicians would 
have no intervention at all in the 
performance of their respective 
duties. 

I believe that either one of the 
remedies suggeste” above deserves 
the serious consideration of the 
Administration, if conditions in the 
Islfnds are to be improved and if 
party politics are to be a credit to 
the principles of popular govern- 
ment. 

The defects I have pointed out, 
however, are no arguments against 
our ability to maintain an inde- 
pendent government. Not in the 
least. As a people we have our 
innate abilities, and when necessary 
we can rise equa) to the needs of 
the hour. Thirty years ago, we 
fought two sovereignties, a struggle 
that lasted three years, We were 
abie to do so without means almost, 
driven on solely by the compelling 
ideal to be free. We were able 
also to establish a Republic of our 
own, with a Constitution suited to 
our needs and to the taxpaying ca- 
pacities of Our people. If that Re- 
public had been recognized, | have 
no doubt that we would have suc- 
ceeded as an independent nation- 
ality, despite gloomy pre 
to the contrary. . |

The Government we now have in 
the Islands is too tuxurious. There 
are too many offices and bureaus; 
there is an excess personnel. There 
is too much waste, too. It is top- 
heavy. There ig hardly any mar- 
gin at the end of the year for the 
needs of the future. With inde- 
pendence, the whole topheavy 
structure will crumble to pieces. 
Salaries will have to be reduced: 
offices will have to be decreased,

sities of an independent existence 
wilt have to be attended to. These 
reforms are impossible at present 
under @ one-party omnipotence, an 
omnipotence’ that is buttressed on 
extensive patronage, 


The Filipinos as a whole desire 
independence. Most of us who 
have fought for it are in fact im- 
patient at the long delay. Thig is 
why independence remains to a 
paramount concern among the in- 
habitants of the Islands. The po- 
litical leadership that we have now 
has ridden to power on the issue 
of immediate, absolute and com- 
plete independence. It has been 
working for it for the last quarter 
of a century, but with very un- 
desirable results. There are no 
signs that the Islands will have 
their freedom in the near future, 
and according to all indications, 
the present leadership is not very 
anxious to have it. This is another 
major reason why the veterans and 
I have combatted this leadership, 
and have been advocating for a 
change. Despite the pretended 
labors of a quarter of a century, 
we are not any nearer to the goal. 
As a matter of fact, there thhave 
been antecedents which militate 
against the conclusion that imme- 
diate freedom is really desired by 
this leadership. During the admin- 
istration of President Wilson, for 
example, on fhe occasion of the 
‘discussion on the Jones Bill. (1916) 
the United States Senate approved 
what was known. as the Clarke 
Amendment, which would give to 
the Philippines their freedom in 
1921, five years after the promul- 
gation of the Jones taw.. As is well 
known, the Democratic party inghe 
United States was then committed, 
to the granting of Philippine in- 
dependence at an early date, and 
the amiendment was approved in 
the Senate in onder to show the 
good faith and intentions »>f the 
United States. If the present Fil- 
ipino leadership had then desired 
to have the amendment pass the 
Hotise of Representatives it could 
have done so. Instead, however, 
the leaders adopted a lukewarm at- 
titude towards the amendment for 
reasons unknown but which could 
be readily divined. 


That incident shattered my faith 
and that of my fellow veterans in 
the sincerity of the present iead- 
ership tow rdg_the question of 
Philippine freedom, and I have not 
hesitated in stating it publicly Tite 
opposition party in the islands has 
also made efforts to denounce this 
fact. calling it “treachery to the 
cause,” but to no avail. No actual 
proofs could be adduced, and those 
in possessior of whatever proofs 
there were, would not reveal them. 


The foregoing is a hurried sketch 
of the situation in the Philippines 
as 1 see it, and I have set forth my 
stand on its various phases. I am 
giad that through this interview 
with Mr. Johns I am given the op- 
portunity to make it known to the 
people of the United States in 
whose lofty and unselfish purposes 
towards the Filipinos I am a firm. 
believer. The Veterans’ Associa- 
tion in the Philippines of which ! 
am the head has no less than 70,- 
000 members. They are all toyal 
to the United States; they appre- 
ciate her work achieved in the 
{slands; and they* have implicit 
faith in the altruistic intentions of 
the North American nation towards 
our people. We all await, with 
anxiety the fu,fillment of America’s 
promise to free us, under proper

Automobile Salon 
Being Held at 
Chicago This Week 


Gala Showing of Custom Bod- 
ies on High-Priced Chas- 
sis Draws Big Crowd.

CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—In the high 
vaulted corridors of the Drake 
Hotel more than $1;000,000 worth 
of automobiles were put on exhibi- 
tion today as the twenty-fifth an- 

nual Automobile Salon opened. 


The glittering show of the fine 
car builders will be continued all 
week, Several items set this show 
apart insofar as Chicago is con- 
cerned. It is the first time that the 
salon has ever been held here not 
in conjunction with the big stock 
car exhibit in January. It is the 
initial showing of the costly cars in 
the United States for this year. 
There are probably more innova- 
tions and changes apparent in the 
salon’s silver anniversary debut 
tham for many years. rd 

Five nations are represented— 
Belgium, Germany, Italy, England 
and United States, and about 20 
different companies. In the world 
of distinguished cars ‘they. call 
themselves carrossiers. But that 
is not important. 

No more elegant spot in the city 
could, be chosen for the first bow 
of the automobiles that stand 
quietly against a background of 
flowers and green plants. Across 
the way is the beginning of Chi- 
cago’s “Gold coast” with Mrs. 
Rockefeller McCormick’s gray stone 
house and grounds doing their best 
to hold back the slow encroach- 
ment of city shops. Nearby are 
the ultra fashionable hotels and 
apartments where still are many 
millionaires unseathed by tumbling 
stock markets. The blue (or mud- 
dy) expanse of Lake Michigan flaps 
against the sands hard by the 
Drake, 

From inside the big room of the 
salon the sun can be seen shining 
out across the lake, and its rays 
sift through curtained windows and 
play brilliantly along the mirror- 
like lacquered hood of a car whose 
chassis Sells for $16,000. Add the 
cost of the body and it totals more 
than $20,000. There are two cars 
in Chicago that cost more than 
$22,000 each. 

Most of the 100 models on dis- 
play can he seen in the same big 
room. The rest are out tn the hall- 
ways. Even under artificial light, 
the seductive Imnes and colors 
soothe the inside voice that shouts: 
“But you can’t afford a car like 
that.”

Airplane Engines 
Being Developed 
For Automobiles 


The close tie that has developed 
between the automobile and. the 
airplane as the two modern means 
of transportation, brings to light 
the interesting fact that at no very 
far distant date engines of the air- 
plane type will be employed in mo- 
tor cars. 

Several automobile manufactur- 
ers are known to be developing air- 
plane power plants at this time and 
it is being secretly rumored 
throughout engineering circles that 
the perfection of these engines s0 
commonly designated as of airplane 
type may soon be used in motor 
cars, with only such mechanical 
variations as the two different 
types of craft demand by the very 
nature of their separate uses—one 
‘for flight in the skies and the oth- 
er for airplane speed over’ the 
highways. 

Several of the nation’s leading 
ear manufacturers already have 
publicly stated that speeds of 100 
miles an hour over the highways is 
not a dream but is a reality of 
the nehr future. These motor car 
magnates state that the public has 
every reason to expect that at an 
early date automobile endurance 
records similar to these recently 
established by airplanes will easily 
be possible. In/’line with this, pre- 
diction, it is known that automo- 
tive engineers look to the airplane 
type of power plant to accomplish 


\such an end. 


The automobile industry as a 

hole paid scant attention to air- 
a engine development until a 
few years ago—in fact, not until 
Col. Charlies Lindbergh set out 
from New York City and landed 
his plane at Le Bourget Field in 
Paris about 30 Hours later. ‘This 
feat of Lindberg’s in conquering 
the elements in the most dramatic 
flight in history centered the at- 
tention of leading automotive en- 
gineers on airplane engines, As a 
tmatter of fact, this type of engine 
today is receiving more technical 
attention than any other branch of 


automotive engineering. 


Seek Substitute for Sun 


Experts of American Chemical Society Conduct Sym- 
posium on Aging of Rubber. 


O find a substitute for the sun is the task confronting the rubber 


industry in a quest to prolong the life of rubber products, J. 


Bierer and C, C. Davis, industrialists of Cambridge, Mass., declare in a 
symposium on the aging of rubber conducted by the Division of Rub- 
Chemistry of the American Chefnical Society. 


The main hazards to which rubber 
goods are exposed, according to 
Bierer and Davis, are oxidation, 
heat effects, mechanical work and 
sunlight. Tests approximating the 
effect of all these factors except the 
sunlight, they say, have been devel- 
oped to a high degree of practical 
utility. A practical test to duplicate 
the effect of the sun on such prod- 
ucts as auto-topping and bathing 
caps, however, is yet to be perfect- 
“The more varied the uses to 
which rubber is put,” explains 
Bierer, “‘the more varied are the 
cg ditions under which it ages, and 
ti less it can be expected that any 
ingle aging test will duplicate these 
various conditions. The most im- 
portant factors. which promote the 
deterioration of rubber goods are 
oxidation by atmospheric oxygen, 
after-vulcanization, héat effects, 
cracking and other changes from 
exposure to sunlight, and wear or 
deterioration due to mechanical 
work, 

“No two types of rubber prea- 
ucts are exposed in just the same 
way to these various influences, 
One product may be exposed to a 
marked degree to only one of the 
influences, whereas another may 
deteriorate from all § five influ- 
ences. Thus, automobile tires un- 
dergo oxidation, after-vulcaniza- 
tion, heat effects, cracking from 
exposure to sunlight and abrasion 
and deterioration from mechanical 
work. On the other hand, steam 
hose deteriorates predominantly 
from after-vulcanization and heat 
effects, oxidation, mechanical 
work and sunlight playing almost 
no part.” 

Since every kind of rubber ar- 
ticle is exposed to different dan- 
gers, Bierer points out, an attempt 
to duplicate in the laboratory the 


different combinations of hazards 
involved would necessitate a dif- 
ferent test for every type of rub- 
ber goods manufactured. This, he 
adds, is impracticable and unde- 
sirable. 

The artificial aging tests which 
have been developed up to the 
present time have been based on 
an entirely opposite principle, 
Davis reports. The chemists of the 
large rubber manufacturers have 
tried only to determine the  re- 
sistance of a rubber product to the 
one most important influence to 
which it is exposed In service. The 
Geer oven test, which is a heat 
test; the oxygen bomb test devel- 
oped by Bierer and Davis, where- 
in rubber is suspended in oxygen 
at certain temperatures to ap- 
proximate the effects of oxidation; 
the Fadeometer test, which is an 
effort to simulate the effect of the 
sun, and various mechanical tests 
are all based on this principle. 

“Thus, when bathing caps are 
exposed to a Fadeometer or to ul- 
tra-violet light,” Davis contintes, 
“the idea is only to intensify 
greatly the action of sunlight, 
while oxidation,  after-vulcaniza- 
tion and other effects are ignored. 
Similarly, when inner tubes are 
aged in the oxygen bomb, the 
purpose is to determine their re- 
sistance to oxidation and to disre- 
gard the influence of heat and me- 
chanical work, 

“Because most rubber goods 
deteriorate from several influences 
rather than one, because present 
day aging tests do not intensify 
each of the factors to the same 
degree, it cannot be expected that 
any of the aging tests duplicates 
natural aging. Nevertheless, where 
the predominant effect in the

Gradual Trend Toward 
More Cylinders and 
Greater Power, Automo- 
bile Oserver Notes — 
Four-Cylinder Car Domi- 
nated Industry for 20 
Years, Being Supplanted 
by Six. 


DETROIT, Mich. Nov. 9%.--As 
another year wanes discussion is 
brought to.bear upon a significant 
development which will occur in 
the automotive industry in 1930, ac- 
eording to B. H. Cram, president of 
Cram’s Automotive Reports, Inc., 
industry authority. Reference is 
made to the encroachment of the 
eight-cylinder motor upon the 
favor which has for some time 
been bestowed largely upon the 
six-cylinder engine. Plans in- 
dulged by a number of the larger 
automobile manufacturers disclose 
that eights will be present in the 
coming year’s market in greatly in- 
creased numbers. 

Since its inception the industry 
has experimented with cars pow- 
ered by engines equipped with from 
me to 16 cylinders, with varying 
success in satisfying the public 
demand, In the ploneer days mo- 
tors of one, two, three and four 
cylinders were used, until at length 
the four came to be the engine en- 
joying most popular usage. Dom- 
inance was held by this motor for 
nearly 20 years, when the six-cylin- 
der motor, thrust into top position 
by an exigency in low-priced car 
production, succeeded in maintain- 
ing this ascendancy to the present 
time, 

The advance of the eight-cylinder 
motor car has been getting under 
way during 1929. 
tions of this type of automobile 
have been made to the lines of sev- 
eral companies. But ess the 
tremendous gain in 
which the eights will make in 
19380. So aggrescive is the step 
which the industry will take in this 
direction that the time when this 
line of will menace the posi- 
tion of the six at the top appears 
to be not far distant, provided the 
advance continues in the years fol- 
lowing. 

Virtually every company produc- 
ing cars in the $1000 price class or 
above will be represented with one 
or more eight-cylinder lines in. 
1930. At least five companies, 
whose output heretofore has been 
confined exclusively to six-cylinder 
cars, will add this type of car to 
their lines in the coming year. It 
ig reasonable to believe that as the 
next year progresses still othar con- 
cerns will include an eight in their 
production programs. 

This apparent tendency of the 
public favor to shift, like most such 
occurrences, is for the most part 
inexplicable.

Stopping Car at High Dodge Dealer 
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“In turning a curve the front 
wheels of an automobile are trav- 
«ling at a different angle from that 
of the rear wheels. If the tractive 
power is in the rear wheels the 
natural tendency is for the weight 
of the car to go in the line or 
path that the rear wheels are 
moving.

Stopping a car at high speed “is 
a different proposition from stop- 
ping quickly at moderate speeds. 
A brake that will do the latter may 
not be effective at high speeds. 

Tests made on brakes at various 
speeds by our experimental depart- 
ment recently, have brought to 
light some interesting facts. Many 
of these are of great use in design 
work, but of little direct interest 
to the public. One fact, however, 
has been brought out which every 
motorist should know for his own 
safety and protection. 

This point may be made clear 
by a concrete example: A certain 
car may be driven at 25 miles per 
hour and the brakes jammed on 
hard. The car may be. virtually 
stood on end by its brakes. A fine, 
‘quick, short stop may be made with 
this car at that speed. 

Take the same car and drive it 
at 65 miles per hour, and the same 
brakes that brought it to a quick, 
smooth stop at 25 miles per hour 
may act entirely different. Jam- 
ming the brakes on at this high 
speed may cause the car to swerve 


ly release the brakes or suffer the 
penalty of going off the road. In- 
stead of a smooth, swift stop, the 
car has to be jockeyed down to a 
reasonable speed by alternately ap- 
plying and releasing the brakes, 
before the brake can be really ap- 
plied.

artificial test is also the predomi- 
nant effect in natural aging, almost 
the same results from a practical 
viewpoint are obtained. 

‘Tests which intensify oxidation, 
heat effects and mechanical work 
have been developed to a high de- 
gree of practical utility, but it 
still remains for someone to de- 
velop a test for simulating the 
effects of sunlight. The Fadeom- 
eter and ultra-violet light tests 
represent attempts to duplicate the 
effects of spniight, but evidence 
thus far shows that these tests do 
not duplicate the effects of the sun 
and only give misleading results. 
There is accordingly an urgent 
need for an aging test that will 
approximate the effects of sun- 
light.”’ 

The oxygen bomb, perfected by 
Bierer and Davis, iS the most re- 
cent test developed by the industry 
in its fight against the effects of 
oxidation. It has supplanted fn 
many cases the classical Geer oven 
test. The oxygen bomb is largely 
responsible for the ability of inner 
tube manufacturers to build a tube 
lwhich remains in good condition 
after 20,000 miles. 

The value of the bomb, however, 
rests entirely in foreseeing the 
natural aging of rubber products 
which deteriorate chiefly from ox- 
idation. Rubber experts are agreed 
that until tests other than those in- 
volving oxidation in darkness are 
developed the rubber industry will 
remain without any means of fore- 
seeing the natu aging of some 
of its most important products.

WCFL, the Chicago Labor Fed- 
eration station, and WDAF’, Kansas 
City, have been granted full time 


operation. 

Labor men have been fighting 
for two years in behalf of WCFL, 
which has been limited to daytime 
proadcasting on 970 kilocycles, but 
now can use 1000 watts full time 
nights on 1280 ke. and 1600 watts 
in the daytime. 

WDAF gets full time on 610 ke., 
which channel it has been shar-' 
ing with WOQ of the same city. 
WOQ gets \twg-sevenths of the 
time on 1300 ke, dividing with 
KFH, instead of having one-sev- 
enth of the time on 610 ke. 

The Radio Commission’s engi- 
neers have recommended that 
KMBC., the Columbia chain link at 
Kansas City, be given full time. 

Hearings were held the past 
week on the petition of the Fox 
Film Corporatioa for a 20,000-watt 
construction permit. on 750 ke., 
which is the channel assigned for 
exclusive use by WJR, Detroit, 
the application of KOMO, Seattle, 
Wash., for a shift from 920 to full 
time on $790 ke., with 15,000 watts 
power; e petition for a permit for 
a new station with 5000 watts 
power at Toledo, O., on 1340 ke.

position of being required to listen 
to chain programs or nothing. 
The Sykes proposal was the sec- 
ong chain regulation attempt acted 
on by the commission this year. 
When the reallocation went into 
effect last November, the Com- 
mission adopted ‘an order forbid- 


| ding cleared channel stations to 


| broadcast the same program within 


| 300 miles of each other. 

| Objections to the order were that 
it was not sufficiently flexible, I* 
was said that, with stations 300 
miles apart broadcasting the same 
programs, in some cases there 
might be duplications while in 
other cases there vould be no du- 
plications. All broadcasting sta- 
tions do not perform alike, nor 


can each station be depended on to 


‘serve a certain area with a good 


signal. Notorious cases were cited, 
especially that of WBZ at Sprifig- 
field, which falls to get into Bos- 
ton. 

The Commission pestponed the 
effective date of the 300-mile order. 
Each time it became due to go into 
effect, it was postponed. 

Judge Sykes drafted the new pro- 
posal to meet objections to the 300- 


‘mile plan. He wanted the high- 


powered stations to obtain the con- 
sent of the Commission before 
broadcasting chain programs. He 
posed Sykes’ proposal, Appearing 
reached the Commission to broad- 
cast chain programs, the Commis- 
sion should immediately investigate 
to determine whether or not fit 
would result in duplications. If not, 
the application could have been 
granted. If so, the application 
could have been cenied. 

‘Each station would have been 
considered on its individual merit. 
If no duplications were found to 
exist, the chain order proposed by 
Judge Sykes would aot have affect- 
ed the present situation. 

Representatives of the National 
Broadcasting Co. jigorously op- 
posed Sykes’ proposal. Appearing 
before the Commission, they de- 
clared it would wreck the NBC, if 
adopted. They declared they had 
a sufficient job selling advertisers 
programs without having to sell the 
Commission on the idea of permit- 
ting stations to breadcast them.

Rita who faced the world after a sec- 
ond divorce, and a very different 
world she faced. Her health, which 
never again became normal, did not 
permit participation in an active! so- 
cial life, nor did she particularly want 
that again. 
more interested in literature, in move- 
ments to benefit women and in phil- 
She became one of the 
most active members of Dr. Percy 
Stickney Grant’s parish at thé Church 
of’ the Ascension. 
It was thus that 
romance again came-into her life. 

For the first time, Rita d’Acosta 
was loved by a man who was worthy 
of her, who shared her ideals, her as- 
pirations, whose intelligence and sen- 
sitiveness matched her own. Dr. Grant 
was a poet; he was a liberal, who had 
more than once’ been reprimanded by 
the Bishop for uttering thoughts too 
advanced for a Protestant Episcopal 
pulpit. They worked together in per- 
fect understanding and harmony. They 
loved. 

When Mrs. Philip Lydig, in August, 
1921, announced her engagement to 
Dr. Grant, social and ecclesfastical cir- 
cles buzzed with gossip. Each of the 
eontracting parties was a notable fig- 
ure in the life of the city. 

A storm broke. On the grounds 
that Mrs. Lydig had been twice di- 
vorced, and that the canons of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church forbid 
the marriage of its clergymen to di- 
vorced women, Bishop Manning for- 
bade the marriage. For three years 
the controversy raged fiercely. found 
its way to newspaper front pages. 
Then Rita Lydig made a decision. 
Rather than ruin the career of the 
man she loved, she gave him up. In 
May, 1924. they publicly announced 
that the engagement was broken. 

But the romance did not end there. 
A month later Dr. Grant resigned his 
rectorship, giving ill-health as. the 
reason, and retired to his home in the 
country, where Mrs. Lydig was a fre- 
quent visitor. A few months later he 
became seriously ill, and in less than 
a year after the troth was broken he 
was dead. 


HIS was the culminating tragedy 
of Rita Lydig’s life. Broken in 
health and spirit, she retired 
from society and saw no one except 
her immediate family and a few old 
friends. She went from doctor to doc- 
tor, from place to place, hoping to al- 
leviate the suffering of her body, 
knowing that her heart and spirit must 
go on suffefing to the end. Constant 
operations and sojourns in hospitals, 
the inability to look after her affairs 
as closely as they needed to be 
watched, combined to melt away her 
fortune, and in September, 1937, Rita 
Lydig, daughter of a millionaire and 
ex-wife of two others, filed a volun- 
tary petition in bankruptcy. Among 
the liabilities, which totaled $94,000, 
was an unpaid milk Bill. 

To meet ‘these debts Rita sold at 
public auction the magnificent fur- 
nishings of her home in West Fifty- 
fifth street. Nowhere near their real 
worth was obtained, but a 40 per 
cent settlement was effected and 
she passed out of the limelight for the 
last time. 

In all her trouble, her desperate 
need, pride never forsook her. Ap- 
pearing at a creditors’ meeting against 
her physicians’ orders, thin and weak, 
she declared that she would make no 
claim either upon the estate of her 
first husband or upon her son, who, 
through her self-sacrificing act, was 
enjoying the millions left by his 
father. 

For the past two years she had 
lived quietly in a hotel, an invatid 
and a recluse. Alone with her mem- 
ories of the past, sweet and bitter. 
And, although she had been seriously 
ill for some weeks, the end came so 
suddenly that only her sister Mer- 
cedes, another sister, Mrs. Henry 
Breckenridge, and a nurse were with 
her at the end. Her son had just 
sailed for Bermuda in his yacht. He 
could met even return in time for his 
mother’s funeral services. 

Thus passed the woman whom Paul 
Helleu acclaimed as ‘“‘the most nearly 
perfectly beautiful woman in the 
world.’ Yet all her beauty, all her 
intelligence could not keep her from 
invalidism, unhappiness and prema- 
ture de&th, nor secure for her the ful- 
fillment of the one love she really 
sought.

him. For it was one of those desper- 

ate last-resort measures which at 

worst mean death and which at best 

mean a fate that is but little better— 

life with a terrific handicap. Between 

the two, Herman Schulenberg sdw lit- 
tle to choose. 

He was suffering from cancer of 
the larynx. Specialists had agreed 
that his only hope for recovery lay in 
a complete laryngectomy—removal of 
the entire larynx with vocal 
and voice box. It would mean, so far 
as he or anybody else knew at the 
time, that he would never speak again 
or utter, even an audible whisper. Of 
course, he might in time learn to 
use an artificial larynx, an awkward, 
conspicuous, pipe-like device which 
would enable him to speak in a 
squawking, froggish manner, but what 
man who had been a voluble talker al! 
his life wanted to go through the bal- 
ance of his days squawking through a 
contraption like that? Herman Schu- 
lenberg didn't. He would just as soon 
die and have it over with. 

Throughout the three-hour opera- 
tion, he kept turning that dismal 
thought over in his mind, for com- 
plete anesthesia was impossible under 
the circumstances and the local anes- 
thetic permitted him too many mo- 
ments of consciousness, moments 
through which he felt a sensation he 
now describes as that of ‘somebody 
fiddling on my neck with a saw.” But 
he survived the operation and all its 
painful and depressing aftermaths of 
learning to breathe through a silver 
tube protruding from his throat aad 
to swallow food through a mutilated 
esophagus. At 49 he faced life with- 
out a voice. That was four years ago. 


HIS correspondent visited Schul- 
enberg at his home in Milwaukee 
the other day and he told all 
about that operation. He talked for 
three hours, with hardly a pause. He 
talked about the operation and then 
he talked about his talking, for that 
was mainly what the writer had come 
, to hear about. There was no writing 
of conversation, no lip reading, no 
whispering, no squawking through an 
artificial larynx. 
Herman Schulenberg simply plugged 
opening in his throat with 
his finger, -like the little boy 
who plugged the leaky dike in 
Holland, and sat back and talked at 
a rate that would give pause to 
an insurance agent. He spoke in 
English and then in German, just to 
show that details such as language 
made no difference. 

His voice was by no means perfect, 
of course: . It was a bit husky and 
lacking in resonance and range. He 
spoke in a sort of monotone and kept 
readjusting his finger to his throat— 
but he could talk. That was the amaz- 
ing fact that could not be denied. 
Without vocal cords, without voice 
box, without even the ability to 
breathe through his nose or mouth, he 
could speak rapidly, distinctly and 
loudly enough to make himself heard 
from the basement or the second

~ recovered his own voice, Schu- 


floor. In the 
course of four 
gruelling years, he 
had tirelessly ex- 
perimented upon himself, had discov- 
ered a secret and then, by determined 
effort, had taught himself to speak 
without tbe natural equipment for 
speaking. First, he had been able to 
utter only vowel sounds, as ‘‘e,”’ “‘a’’ 
and ‘‘o.”’ Then he had practiced until 
he could, as he expresses it, speak 
“sentences that gleam at you like a 
cat's eyes from under a hed.” 

By reason of this unique accom- 
Plishment, Herman’ Schulenberg, 63- 
year-old mechanic, has come into 
vrominepce lately as one of the rarest 
mxhibits known to medical science. 
He is, 80 far as known, the only per- 
son in the world who car speak with- 
out either a real or an artificial 
larynx. 


SHORT time ago he journeyed 
A wom to Chicago for a couple of 

days and was there a source of 
astonishment to scores of medical men 
assembled for a meeting of the College 
of Surgeons. Even Dr. Joseph Beck, 
the Chicago surgeon who had per- 
formed the operation f@ur years ago, 
was not prepared for what Schulen- 
berg was to disclose. He had heard 
with some skepticism that his former 
patient was learning to speak audibly 
and had urged him to come to the 
meeting, but he hadn't expected an 
exhibition like this. He was jubilant. 
He rushed the talkative mechanic from 
one hospita) to another to show him 
off. 

When other doctors refused to be- 
lieve the man’s vocal cords had been 
removed they were invited to exam- 
ine him. Then in case any remained 
skeptical about his ability to speak, 
he convinced them by getting up and 
uddressing the meeting. His wife ac- 
companied him and sat in the back of 
the room to test the carrying power of 
his voice. She said she heard every 
word distinctly at a distance of 100 
feet. 


The Schulenbergs’ tip to Chicago 
this time was in the nature of a tri- 
umphal return. Vastly different was 
it from those depressing journeys of 
four years ago when the best that 
could be hoped for was survival with- 
out a voice. There will be other trips

Vocal 
cords would serve no purpose if it 
were not possible to force air from 
the lungs out between them. But con- 
sider Schulemberg’s problem.

They could be 
made later, and when they were made 
the girl learned that this kidnaping 
was a rescue. To her it meant free- 
dom from a life of slavery, freedom 
from the grip of the Chinese slavers 
and profiteers who for years have been 
snatching Chinese girls from their na- 
tive shores and transporting them to 
distant lands. Also it meant an ad- 
dition to the list of more than 1000 
Chinese slave girls who have been res- 
cued by this same white-haired woman. 


HE woman, Miss Donaldina 
Cameron of San Francisco, 
has been leading raids like 
this since 1895. She has led hun- 
dreds of them, and most of them 
have been successful, as was this 
recent quest for Yet Yeing. For 34 
years she has been the head of the 
Presbyterian Chinese Mission in San 
Francisco, an institution that has be- 
come known throughout America for 
its humanitarian labors. 

In the course of her long and spec- 
tacular service, Mise Cameron has pen- 
etrated the depths of virtually every 
Oriental quarter in California. Some 
of the hundreds of girls she has res- 
cued from vice dens have been re- 
turned to their families in China. Most 


of them, however, have been sheltered _ 


and educated in the mission over which 
Miss Cameron presides. There they 
are equipped to earn their living under 
American conditions. The mission is 
supported by an organization of Pres- 
byterian women of the United States, 
and while that body maintains other 
such institutions, the San Francisco 
home is one of the few in the coun- 
try which shelters reclaimed victims 
of the slave ring. 

Thanks to the co-operation of the 
Government, the operations of this 
ring have been stemmed in recent 
years, Miss Cameron explains, but con- 
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stant vigilance is still

year-old Tong Shee. 
But Tong Shee ob- 
jected strenuously to 
being rescued and 
left the place pro- 
testing bitterly. Be- 
fore she could be put 
aboard a train for 
San Francisco, attor- 
neys engaged by her 
owners, members of 
the wealthy Bing 
Kung Fong, obtained 
a writ from the court 
and deputy sheriffs 
dragged the girl 
away from Miss Cam- 
eron while they were 
waiting for a train. 
So it was with the

The price paid in the 
United States for a Chinese slave girl 
ranges from $1000 to $7000, Miss 
Cameron says, according to the girl's 
appearance. Her earnings in the night 
life of the Oriental quarter rarely av- 
erage less than $300 a week, of which 
her “owner’’ retains nearly all. So on 
this basis it does not take long for a 
defenseless girl to earn her original 
cost for the man who has bought 
her.

It was not Miss Cameron’s first raid 
in Fresno, either. Not long before 
this, she and her workers descended 
on another den, a rooming house 
which stood only a stone’s throw from 
the gambling house where Yet Yeing 
was being held in bondage. In this 
rooming house they found an unusuai- 
ly young girl, Bow Sing, cowering in 
acioset. She trusted the rescue work- 
ers, promptly admitted she was a siave 
girl and thanked her rescuers for tak- 
ing her away. Then, as she was being 
led out of the house, she stopped sud- 
denly and, in her native tongue, begged 
her rescuers to go back with her and 
save another siave girl hidden there. 

Following the lead of Bow Sing, the

When 
the two emerged with Yet Yeing 
in their custody the part; hurried to 
the railway depot, arriving just in time 
to board a northbound train for San 
Francisco. A few hours later they 
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Yet Yeing, rescued from slavery 
after a recent raid in Fresno’s 
Chinatown. 


were at the mission and the rescued 
girl was made comfortable in her new 
and unaccustomed quarters. 

But Yet Yeing had little to say and 
displayed no interest in her rescue 
from a life of slavery. True to tradi- 
tions, she stoutly denied she had been 
led into a life of shame by her cap- 
tors. 

“I was doing honorable work in that 
place,’ she told an interpreter. ‘I was 
working as a waitress. I was born in 
California. I went to China to visit 
my relatives. In Canton I married a 
merchant and we came back to the 
United States a year ago. My hus- 
band has just gone back to China and 
I have been working to support myself 
until his return. No, I am not a slave 
girl.” 

But those who rescued her knew 
better. They knew, too, from past ex- 
perience that in a few weeks Yet Yeing 
will admit she was brought to America 
either through a matrimonial ruse or 
as a kidnaped slave girl. 


OT cia is the psychology of the 
Chinese slave girl,” Miss 
Cameron explains. ‘At first 
she denies she has led an immoral! 
life. She maintains her virtue, no 
matter how much she has suffered 
at the hands of the slavers. 

“Chastity is taught to the girls of 
China from early childhood, no mat- 
ter what their station in life may be. 
They are taught that prostitution is 
one of the greatest sins. That is why 
they instinctively deny that they are 
slave girls. But time brings about a 
change of heart, and soon they admit 
everything and furnish us with in- 
formation that leads to the rescue of 
other girls.’ 

Most of the slave girls brought here, 
Miss Cameron says, are of the poorer 
and illiterate classes. Some are actual- 
ly kidnaped by agents of the ring and 
others are lured into fake marriages 
and brought to this country by their 
pseudo husbands, who in reality are 
employes of the slavers. Some are girls 
who come here willingly to engage in 
the shady occupation, having been 
lured by preposterous stories of riches 
that will be theirs. These girls, Miss 
Cameron says, often defy the immigra- 
tion authorities by posing as Ameri- 
can-born young women who bave been 
visiting relatives in China and desire 
to return to their native land. There 
are strange stories, too, of girls sub- 
stituting themselves for American-born 
women who have died in the Orient 
or who choose to remain there and 
permit others to return in their 
stead. 

Once “planted” tn a vice den by her 
captors, the slave girl is kept in a con- 
dition of indebtedness to her keepers 
and little of her earnings falls into ber 
hands. The rescued giri, the mission- 
ary declares, is easily led back into a 
modest, orderly life, and it is seldom 
that a girl once rescued returns of her 
own volition to the night life of the 
dens. 
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“MAN OVERBOARD” a Requiem fo 
Adventurous Jack Kraft 


A Dark-Eyéd Beauty, a Handsom

NEW ORLEANS. 
ACK KRAFT, 
newspaper press- 
man by necessity 
and world adven- 
turer by inclina- 
© tion, strode up the 
0 gangplank of the 
BAD Southern Pacific 
steamship ‘‘Creole’’ 
in New York harbor on a recent date, 
bound for New Orleans. Alongside his 
athletic frame walked Ione Orde, his 
ccmpanion for the trip, whom he in- 
troduced as his foster sister. They oc- 
cupied adjoining staterooms in the 
steerage. 

Five days later, as the ship moved 
slowly up the Mississippi River toward 
New Orleans, Jack Kraft disappeared 
from shipboard. A day passed and 
the body of the 23-year-old youth 
‘‘who liked strange lands and romantic 
spots’ was found floating in the river 
near the mud flats. Thus began one 
of the most puzzling murder mysteries 
in the history of Louisiana. 

Interest naturally centered about 
Ione Orde. /She had beauty, no mis- 
take about that, full-lipped and dark- 
eyed. She had hinted that she was of 
royal blood and that one of her an- 
cestors had roved the Spanish main 
and Kraft had undoubtedly liked that. 

Ione was one to attract attention 
easily and she didn’t hide behind fun- 
nels. She and Kraft were the life of 
the vessel before it had been a day out 
of New York. Ione went about in 
sailor’s white duck trousers and a 
sweater. People talked with her and 
found her not cheap but well-informed 
and intelligent. No one, of- course, be- 
lieved she and Kraft were related; 
least of all Second Cabin Steward Sam 
Epstein and Second Officer John Mc- 
Gouldrick, who knew Kraft when he 
once shipped as Assistant Steward on 
the ‘‘Creole.”’ 


HIS was the setting on the night 
| of October 10. The ship had 
crossed the bar and entered the 
mouth of the Mississippi River to make 
her way upstream, 90 miles, to her 
dock in New Orleans.’ Friendships 
formed during the five days at sea 
must be broken. The passengers that 
night remained late on deck. At mid- 
night, however, all had gone below 
except Kraft, Epstein, Ione, a lookout 
who was peering forward over the 
prow of the vessel, and McGouldrick, 
the second officer, who was on the 
bridge. 

The ship’s bell had sounded mid- 
night. The night air was filled with 
the drone of the engines; the swish of 
waves as the prow of the boat slid 
through the water at a 12-mile gait 
upstream and the splash of the waves 
against the river bank less than 100 
yards just off the port bow. Across 
the decks, around corners of cabins 
and through the rigging blew a strong 
southwest wind. 

Tragedy seemed far away. Suddenly, 
above the noise, the terrified scream 
of a woman was heard. Then the 
lookout forward called ‘‘Man over- 
board."’ Slowly the ; reat ship came 
to a stop. Searchlights gleamed over 
the water and played along the shore. 
A lifeboat was lowered and manned. 
For two hours the fruitless search was 
carried on, then, almost regretfully, 
the big ship slowly got under way and 
a few hours later had docked at New 
Orleans. 

Passengers coming ashore told of a 
“suicide’’ and within a few minutes 
newspaper reporters had sought out 


Ione Orde at the LaSalle Hotel where~ 


she had sought refuge; had learned 
from Captain Sundstrum of the 
“Creole” that, apparently without 
cause, Jack Kraft, the young adven- 
turer, had appeared on the deck at 
12:28 a. m., waved goodbye to Ione 
and Epstein, and had plunged over- 
board to drown. 

Epstein and Ione related similar 
stories of the “‘suicide.”’ They insisted 
that no trouble had occurred aboard

It was while 
this exam- 
ination was 
in progress 
and Ione 
was being 
question ed 
in the dingy 
red - brick 
criminal courts 
building that a tele- 
phone message was 
received from a 
plantation 60 miles 
below New Orleans 
that a man’s body 
had been found 
floating in the river. 
An acting Coroner 
empaneled a jury of 
country people, some 
of them Negroes and 
all of them French- 
speaking ‘‘cajans’’ of 
the lower parish. 
The jury examined 
the body and discov- 
ered a bullet wound 
through the chest. 
An autopsy was or- 
dered and Dr. J. M. 
Suarez, parish Cor- 
oner, announced that 
a bullet and not drowning had caused 
death. The bullet had entered the left 
chest between the third and fourth 
ribs and had come out between the 
fifth and sixth ribs on the right, 
piercing the heart in its passage. 


immediately took Ione Orde into 
custody as a material witness. 
He re-examined the girl but she main- 
tained her first story of events aboard 
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the ship. Epstein, the steward, who 
had been allowed to return to the ship, 
was asked to return to the criminal 
courts building for further question- 
ing. He was kept waiting several 
hours until District Attorney Perez 
could complete his cases before the 
Supreme Court and take 

charge of the murder in- 
vestigation. 

Then, late in the after- 
noon, Epstein announced 
that he was troubled about 
something, that he had not 
told everything which ‘occurred that 
night and that he wanted to get it off 
his conscience. 

Then, to District Attorney Stanley, 
he told his new story. He said he had 
known Kraft when Kraft worked on 
the “Creole” and that during the voy- 
age Kraft had confessed to him that he 
was broke and that he and Ione would 
be unable to proceed to California as 
they had planned. He said Kraft 
asked him to lend him some money 
and that he had taken $15 from his 
pocket, all the money he had, and had 
given it to Jack the afternoon before 
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the tragedy. 

He said he 

told Kraft at 

that time that 
he had $60 more in New York post- 
office savings and that he would draa 
that out and lend it to the improvident 
pair when the ship reached . New 
Orleans. 

That night Epstein said he and 
Kraft and Ione were seated on deck 
when Jack nudged him with his elbow 
and motioned him to accompany him 
below deck. 

At the foot of the steerage compan- 
fonway, Epstein said Kraft informed 
him he had not had an opportunity to 
talk with Ione alone and asked Ep- 
stein if he would remain below while 


he talked with 
the girl for a 
few minutes. 
The steward 
said he waited 
at the foot of 
the stairs 
while Kraft 
returned to 
the deck. A 
few minutes 
had elapsed, 
Epstein said, 
when he heard 
Ione scream. 
Then Kraft 
came running 
down the 
stairs and 
shouted for 
Epstein to go 
up, that his 
sister was hysterical. 
Epstein declared that 
when he reached the deck 
he found Ione seated on 
a mattress with her back 
to the stair cabin, her 
head in her arms as 
though she were crying. 
He said he asked her what had hap- 
pened and that the girl had sobbed 
that Jack had slapped her and that 
she murmured, “I can’t stand for 
that.” 

He said that while he was talking 
with the girl McGouldrick, the mate, 
had come down from the bridge to 
them. He said he then went below 
to get a glass of water for Ione, leav- 
ing her with the mate. When he came 
back he declared McGouldrick had or- 
dered him to remain and look out for 
the girl as he had to go back on the 
bridge. 

Epstein said that he was attempting 
to console the girl when Kraft reap- 
peared on deck, shook his hand and 
begged him to do for Ione what he 
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had promised 
him regarding 
the money. After 
Epstein had 
promised, he said 
Kraft again went 
below and it 
was several min- 
utes later while 
he was still talk- 
ing with Ione 
that Kraft again 
came on deck, 
and walked over 
near the port rail 
so he could see 
them from 
around the cor- 
ner of the cabin. 
Standing there in 
the moonlight, 
Epstein declared 
Kraft seemed to 
raise his hand in 
a queer gesture 
and then, with- 
out touching the 
waist-high rail, 
seemed to plunge 
headfirst over 
the side of the vessel. 

And that story of the tragic night 
that cost the life of Jack Kraft, Ep- 
stein has steadfastly maintained, is 
true as far as he knows. Ione, under 
the belief that Epstein was to be 
charged with the murder, finally broke 
down and, without being aware of the 
story told by Epstein, repeated the 
steward’s account of the night’s devel- 
opments almost word for word. 

Then came the time for the 
“Creole’’ to make her return voyage 
to New York. Ione was being reques- 
tioned by the U. 8S. Steamship In- 
spectors. District Attorney Perez had 
driven down to Nairn plantation in 
Plaquemines parish after conducting 
an examination aboard the ‘‘Creole”’ at 
the New Orleans dpcks. The ship was 
pulling away from the docks when a 
newspaper reporter had an inspiration. 


URRYING to Ione Orde at the 
H Steamship Inspectors’ offices, he 

informed her the ship was leav- 
ing and asked her if she wanted to 
write a last note to anyone aboard, 
explaining that the note could be 
delivered to the ship by airmail as 
it cleared Pilottown, 90 miles below 
New Orleans. 

Eagerly seizing the opportunity, 
Ione borrowed a pencil and paper and 
scribbled a note which she sealed and 
asked to be mailed to Second Officer 
McGouldrick aboard the ship. 

Without her knowledge the note 
was opened. It was an impassioned 
love note to the handsome ship's offi-. 
cer, imploring him to stand by her and 
“not to forget the arrangement we 
made in the hotel room.’ 

District Attorney Perez was reached 
on long-distance telephone and in- 
formed of the contents of the note. 
The finger of suspicion had pointed a 
new possibility in the strange mystery 
and Mr. Perez immediately secured a 
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i John McGouldrick, second 
officer of the “Creole.” 


warrant for McGouldrick before a jus 
tice of the peace as a material witness, 
An officer was dispatched in a speed 
boat to intercept the liner at Pilot 
town to take McGouldrick into 
custody. , 

Captain Sundstrum, in command of 
the ship, refused to surrender his 
second officer. ‘If he is wanted you 
can get him when the ship reaches 
New York,’’ he declared. ‘‘He is in- 
dispensable to the proper operation of 
the ship and can't be replaced.” 

District Attorney Perez did no 
press the point but hurried back Ww 
New Orleans to cross-examine the girl 
and Epstein in the light of the new 
developments. After hours of ques 
tioning, Ione began to waver. She 
still insisted that she had not seen the 
shot fired which killed Kraft nor could 
she say positively who had fired tt. 
She did say, however, that to the best 
of her knowledge McGouldrick, the 
mate, was the only man who could 
have killed him. 

That testimony, presented at a spe 
cial session of the Plaquemines parish 
grand jury, resulted in an indictment 
being returned against McGouldrick 
charging him with the murder of Jack 
Kraft. When the “Creole” docked in 
New York on October 21, McGoulg 
rick was taken into custody an 
charged with the murder. At the 
Tombs prison, McGouldrick denied the 
crime. 

“T am absolutely innocent and will 
be able to prove it,’’ McGouldrick d 
clared. He announced he would not 
fight extradition and expressed a dé 
sire to return to New Orleans to clear 
himself as quickly as possible. H 
intimated that he had something 
tell which would shed a new light o 
the matter but declined to disclose the 
nature of this information.

T IS rather more than a zoo. It is 
| last word in zoological gardens. 

It is vastly more beautiful than most 
other zoos of the world because of the 
emphasis laid upon making it a garden 
as well as a zoo. Topographically, its 
setting in Forest Park is the envy of 
them all. The rolling hills make pos- 
sible and enhance unique landscaping 
effects. Its buildings, too, fit har- 
moniously into the scheme of things. 
It is a zoo where the first law is clean- 
liness. Visitors invariably remark 
upon its excellence in this respect. Its 
animals are displayed to better advan- 
tage, due to barless pits and imtelli- 
gent grouping in the cage houses. Its 
arrangement of animal groups so as 
to take best advantage of natural set- 
ting is nearly ideal. And, not of least 
importance, the visiting public in the 
St. Louis zoo gets more entertainment 
along with its education than in any 
other zoo in the country—this by reas- 
on of the performing chimpanzees and 
the happy arrangement of feeding 
hours. 

Altogether, the St. Louis Zoological 
Garden has a personality. In many re- 
spects it is a pioneer, blazing its own 
trails. It follows the lead of no other. 
And that originality, or at least a 
large part of it, can be traced back to 
George P. Vierheller. The zoo's per- 
sonality reflects the man’s. The two 
are inseparable.

heller without the zoo might be a 
striking exhibit of frustration. The 
zoo is his medium of self-expression. 
To him it is what writing is to the 
writer or painting to the artist. He 
literally infuses his being into it and 
manifests through it. The man him- 
self is not the type of fellow to make 
you immediately conscious of his per- 


T first vou might even fail to 
A suspect it was there. He doesn’t 

zo about radiating ‘force of 
character” and putting people to rout 
with his handshake. There is no pose 
or ostentation. He is a quiet, even- 
tempered. chap, who speaks siowly and 
employs the same tone whether ad- 
dressing subordinates or members of 
the board. He gets discipline, but is 
never heard to bellow orders. He gets 
things done, but never gets in a hurry. 
Not often, anyway. 

He did get in a hurry a year or 
80 ago when the pygmy hippo 
escaped. They say he broke all speed 
records getting out there. He did the 
same thing a couple of years earlier 
when one of the giant Kodiak bears 
got out. (Incidentally, he corralled the 
dangerous beast single-handed.) But 
as a general rule, hurrying is not in 
his program. It doesn't make for thor- 
oughness and he is a stickler for thor- 
oughpess. 

Anyway, hurrying is a bit out of 
harmony with the order of things at 
the zoo. The handling of animals, by 
its very nature, must be slow, pains- 
taking work. Many of the specimens 
in captivity are delicate and fragile 
creatures, which must be carefully 


guarded in a climate to which they are 
not by nature accustomed. They fall 
ill and die on the slightest provocation. 
Besides, development of a zoological 
garden—-particulariy under the St. 
Louis zoo plan—is a process in itself 
that requires patience rather than 
speed. The St. Louis zoo must devel- 
op by slow and steady growth. It can't 
be built and stocked overnight. The 
nature of its financing makes that im- 
possible. 

Some zoos of this country, notably 
those of New York, Washington and 
Philadelphia, are heavily endowed. 
They frequently have available large 
sums for expansion projects. That isn’t 
true of St. Louis. Here, the zoo is 
supported by taxation. 

In most zoos the practice is to 
buy the animals and then try to 
find a place to put them. Vierheller’s 
policy is to get the buildings first and 
worry about the occupants later. It's 
his own idea, and it appears to work 
with signal success, for besides stimu- 
lating interest in exhibits it makes bet- 
ter care of the animals possible. 


N attractive setting, he finds, al- 
A ways arouses new interest in the 
animals themselves. This has 

been demonstrated by the increased at- 
tendance which always greets each 
new expansion project. The first great 
impetus to attendance was created by 
the bear pits. Then about four years 
ago came the monkey house. Attend- 
afice took another leap ferward. Two 
years ago the reptile house was com- 
pleted and stocked with one of the fin- 
est reptile collections jn the world. He 
had to fight for this project. Many op- 
posed it. They said snakes were too 
shuddersome. But Vierheller won his 
point. Immediately the reptile house 
passed to the front in popularity. At 
the same time it increased rather than 
decreased the attendance at other ex- 
hibits. Early in September an actual 
count was made of all persons enter- 
ing the reptile house for one week. 
The total was 78,558. And 


to work out his own ideas, 
Vierheller did just that. 


It is not, of course, the 
largest zoo in America 
Those of New York and 
Philadelphia are much 
larger—and older, too. It 
has not by any means the 
greatest collection of ani- 
mals to be seen in this 
country. It ranks about 
third or fourth in number 
of specimens. But still it 
is the most interesting 200. 
It does the most with what 
it has. It is the most pop- 
ular. Ask anybody who has 
visited the zoos of other 
large cities. Ask the di- 
rectors of other zoos who 
come here and bring dele- 
gations to “‘see how St. 
Louis does it.” Ask the 
tourists to be found on the 
ground any day—tourists 


that wasn't a banner week 
for the reptile house, 
either, for Louie Zep, the 
chimpanzee brought to 
America on the Graf Zep- 
pelin, had just arrived, and 
the monkey house, by rea- 
son of his presence, had a 
temporary edge over the 
snakes. For the entire 
year, it is estimated, vis- 
itors will have numbered 
close to -2,500,000, about 
half of whom are nonresi- 
dents. 

Convinced that 90 per 
cent of the zoos visitors 
come primarily for enter- 
tainment, Director Vierhel- 
ler emphasizes this phase 
of the garden's drawing 
power. He instituted the 
practice of conducting daily 
performances with the 
chimpanzees and acquires 
new and younger animals 


representing ‘very state in 
the Union.

for training as the older 
ones approach the age at 
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which they become surly and unman- 
ageable. He also instituted the prac- 
tice of taking children riding -on the 
elephant and of feeding the animals in 
rotation so that visitors may go the 
rounds and see each animal group 
under the most favorable circum- 
stances. 

While the mortality rate is high 
among many of the rarer animale and 
birds, Vierheller maintains that the 
effort and expense of bringing them 
here even for short periods is amply 
justified by the interest they arouse 
and the visitors they attract to the 
city. He explains that the zoo main- 
tains staple and speculative lines, just 
as a department store does. The staple 
lines comprise the more hardy and 
common animals such as lions, tigers, 
bears, wolves, elephants and the more 
adaptable birds. In the speculative 
lines fall such beasts as sea elephants, 
the mouse deer, the anteater, pen- 
guins, tropical birds and some of the 
snakes. The speculative lines are not 
expected to survive long in any zoo. 
It’s not that they don't receive good 
care, but they are not fitted by na- 
ture to survive long in captivity. There 
are the hazards of climate and of feed- 
ing to contend with. Also many of 
them, particularly the great king pen- 
guins, are extremely susceptible to dis- 
ease when taken out of their native 
environment. 


gards the sea elephants as the 
greatest speculative exhibit the 
St. Louis zoo ever had and the 
greatest venture the organization ever 
undertook. He was greatly attached 
to the sea elephants and declares 
the hardest blow and the sharpest 
pain he ever suffered was experi- 
enced when Mopi, the 1500-pound 
male, died last summer of pneumonia. 
Another male to take Mopi's place in 
the sea-lion tank was purchased condi- 
tionally, but died en route here from 
New York. The animal dealer had to 
stand this loss, however, as terms of 
the purchase required delivery. Specu- 
lative animals are usually expensive, 
but, according to the man who keeps 
the books on them, they nearly always 
pay out, and these acquisitions enable 
the zoo’s visitors to see rare animals 
they would otherwise never see. 
Gradually ways and means are be- 
ing discovered to safeguard these ani- 
mais and prolong their lives. Through 
the co-operation of John E. Wallace, 
the zoo’'s staff architect, improvements 
in the caging and housing of animals 
are being worked out along original 
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‘ lines and are being put into use with 
“amazing results. 


Through the con- 
stant attention of Dr. R. A. Kammerer, 
staff veterinarian, the ravages of dins- 
ease are being reduced to such a mini- 
mum as to place the St. Louls garden 
at the head of the list in respect to 
sanitation and mortality rate. And 
through the co-operation of the loard 
of Control, which gives ite working or- 
ganization a free hand, there is 
achieved a harmony rarely found in an 
inatitution so large.

Remains of the Parthenon.

NASHVILLE, Tennessee. 

HEY have erected in this strong- 

hold of fundamentalism a rep- 

lica, in so far as it was possible 

to do so, of the Parthenon, the build- 

ing that has symbolized through the 

ages the highest architectural beauty. 

The name of the Parthenon has called 

to mind all the finest qualities of the 

ancient Greeks, their intellectual free- 
_ dom and their love of beauty. 

The proportions, the sculptures, even 
the interior of the structure here 
have followed the original in every 
possible detail. The knowledge ac- 
cumulated by archeologists concern- 
ing the exact nature of the building 
has been employed wherever possible. 
Special studies have been made of the 
ruins of the Parthenon, on the Acrop- 
olis that rises above Athens, in Greece. 
And now the Board of Park Com- 
missioners, under whose direction the 
work was carried 6ut, and the archi- 


tects and sculptors who executed ey 


can say: This is the Parthenon as 
nearly as the present age will ever 
know it. Nashville’s Parthenon will 
be formally opened early in 1930. 

It was first proposed to reproduce 
the Parthenon here in 1897. In that 
year Tennessee celebrated the hun- 
dredth anniversary of her statehood 
by holding a Centennial Exposition 
in Nashville. Majer E. C. Lewis, 
director of the exposition, conceived 
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the idea of reproducing 
the Parthenon as it stood 
on the Acropolis some 
2000 years ago as one of 
the exposition buildings. 
He called to his assist- 
ance Colonel W. S. Smith, 
as architect, and George 
J. Zolnay, sculptor, for- 
merly of St. Louis, and 
they gave the world the 
first full-size copy of 
this ancient temple ever 
erected. It was built of 
wood and plaster, made 
to stand for one season 
only, but the delicate 
structural lines of the 
original were so closely 
followed that the full 
beauty of the structure 
stood forth. 
At the close of the cel- 
ebration, the exposition 
buildings were allowed to 
fall into disuse and decay. 
Five years passed 
and the reproduction of 
the Parthenon became 
nearly as much of a des- 
Olate ruin as the origi- 
mal after nearly 2600 
years. Then in 1902 the exposition 
grounds were taken over by the Board 
of Park Commissioners and tempo- 
rary repairs were made to the Parthe-

For eight months out of the year 
that store building resounds with 
about as much noise and activity as 
any ordinary structure could with- 
stand. For there is little classwork 
in the formal sense at this school, lit- 
tle restraint. 


HE children are brought to the 
school at nine o'clock. They take 
off their own coats and hats and 
hang them up in their own lockers. 
Then, after Miss Smith, the nurse, has 
looked down their throats and other- 
wise seen to their general wellbeing, 
they are given an hour of almost com- 
plete freedom. They can play with 
anything they want or do anything 
they want, so long as they do not in- 
fringe too much on the life, liberty 
and happiness of others. 

The younger grade — the two- 
year-olds — is separated from the 
advanced class, those from’ three 
to four. These littlest ones, most of 
them scarcely able-to talk, are taken 
into the rear room. Here they, too, 
are allowed to play at whatever they 
want for an hour, under the super- 
vision of Miss Leonora Lacey, Miss 
Glass’ assistant. 

At 10 o’clock comes the mid-morn- 
ing lunch of orange juice and crack- 
ers. Both classes are seated about 
long tables placed end to end in the 
main room. In the quiet interval just 
before the lunch Miss Glass shows 
them pictures in picture books and 
they all talk about them. The calm is 
in striking contrast to the confusion 
that precedes it. After the lunch ev- 
eryone is persuaded to lie down for 10 
minutes and to be as reposed as pos- 
sible. At Miss Glass’ signal this rela- 
tive quiet is shattered. 

Miss Lacey, who, like Miss Glass, 
received her training at Columbia Uni- 
versity, takes the younger grade out 
to play for an hour in the plot at the 
rear of the school. There is a slide, 
a teeter-totter, a swing, planks to 
climb and boxes to play with. They 
play out of doors throughout the winb- 
ter and once hardened are reluctant 
to go inside. Meanwhile the advanced 
class has music indoors. Miss Glass 
plays and they sing or dance or march

as the group chooses. At the end of 
the hour the process is reversed, the 
big ones go out and the little ones 
come in. Sometimes this program is 
varied when the whole school plays 
orchestra. It is a wonderful game. 
Everyone thumps oar toots or bangs on 
something more or less in time to Miss 
Glass’ playing. 

With the noon hour the school di- 
vides. Some are taken home while 
those who stay at the school for the 
day prepare for lunch. After lunch, 
carefully planned by a dietician, there 
is a nap until 2:30. Those who can- 
not sleep the full period go out of 
doors to play. From then until 
four o'clock there are alternate peri- 
ods of play, inside and out. 

The rooms are well-lighted and well- 
aired, even though they do not come

“Such a school cannot and does 
not attempt to replace the home,’’ Miss 
“The child's emotional 
life is in the home. What we do chief- 
ly is provide a group atmosphere that 
the modern home does not, possibly 
cannot, provide. There are all sorts 
of ways in which we try to guide the 
children, without being too obvious 
about it. We try to help them achieve 
proper muscular co-ordination. Lad- 
der-climbing is one of our important 
branches. The child of three and a 
half or four who is unable to climb a 
ladder and clamber onto a packing box 
with considerable ease is definitely re- 
tarded.”’ 

To date Miss Glass has made no 
profit from her school. She regards 
it as fortunate that she is able to 
break even on the expenses of the 
school, and this does not include a 
salary for herself. Such a school, she 
feels, would almost have to be subai- 
dized, at least at first. In this instance 
it is her father who provides the sub- 
sidy.

within reach of families of 
moderate means,’ she explains. ‘In 
many other cities it has taken 
a co-operative form. The people 
of a neighborhood or an apartment 
building have combined to pool the 
money they would otherwise spend for 
nursemaids, special play apparatus and 
other equipment. With this they have 
employed a trained nursery school 
teacher and under her direction have 
properly equipped @ room or two as a 
nursery school. 

“IT feel that it is unwise for any- 
one without special training to at- 
tempt nursery schoo] teaching. There 
is an impression abroad that it is a 
very simple matter. But in reality 
it is not. And an untrained person 
might very well make serious mistakes 
with 10 or 16 children that would be 
extremely harmful. The courses at 
Teachers’ College go very deeply into 
the fundamentals of psychology.’ 

Though she doubts that she will be 
able to put her school on an absolute 
paying basis, Miss Glass has definite 
ambitions for the future. She has 
acquired property in St. Louis County 
and hopes to build on this a $20,000 
school that will measure up to all 
modern requirements. 

Her deepest interest is in children. 
And seeing her with them it ie easy 
to believe this. The noise is distract- 
ing to one unaccustomed to it, there 
is apparent chaos. But she is calm 
through it all and there is little that 
escapes her eye. 

It is the ideal democracy, this 
schoolroom. Children of this age, she 
explains, ‘make no social ar economic 
distinctions. For a time the children 
of two laborers were enrolled along 
with names which mean much in the 
financial and social registers of the 
city, the children of professional! men 
and teachers. And the children like it. 
After the first period of adjustment to 
leaving home is over, most of them 
can't wait to start in the morning and 
they're none too eager to leave.
